las been made by the representative 
here of the State Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to AnimaJs to stop 
the practice. 


An example of the treatment un- 


feeling: dr'vers give their draft animals 
was witnessed by the 
crowds 
on 


Pittsburg street one night recently. 
A farmer with a team of shy colts, 
partially broken, and attached to a 
buckboard, turned into the thorough- 
fare at Brimstone corner. One of the 
"Wjest Penn trolley cars was passing at 
the time, and the horses took fright, 
rearing up on their haunches 
and 


showing other signs of fear. Instead 
of making- an effort 
to 
calm 
and 


quiet them, the driver caught up a. 
heavy whip and struck the 
scared 
beasts repeatedly across the flanks. 
Becoming maddened with the pain, 
the horses would have probably got 
beyond control of the farmer had " 
not pefleiitrains caught them by the 
bridles. 


Another sample of this same treat- 


ment, though In another form, was 
brought to the attention o£ Chiet of 
Police G-eorgre Hetzel one evening last 
week. Shortly before 3 o'clock as ha 
was passing through Orchard alloy, 
he noticed a team of horses tied to a 
telephone pole. The animals appear- 
ed to have been there for a consider- 
able length of time. 
Their heads 


were hanging down and it looked to 
him as though they had not been fed 
in several hours. The impression was 
made stronger by the fact that the 
wagon was frozen to the ground. 
It 


had been loaded with, wet hops, and 
the water from the hops had dripped 
down through the cracks 
of 
the 


vehicle and gathered in pools about 
the wheels where it had formed into 
ice. 


Afaking inquiries from persons re- 


siding nearby, the Chief learned that 
the team had been standing there 
since early morning, and that It had 
not been fed or watered during the 
day. 
While he was absent the driver 


returned and took the team away. 


Still another instance of the need 


of a competent humane official who 
will makt it his duty to prevent fiese 
occurrences was given a. day or 
so 


ago, when a driver turned Into Pitts- 
burg street, driving a 
high-spirited 


horse harnessed to a single buggy. A 
itreet car was passing at the- time anil 
the animal became frightened at tha 
noise made by the descending car, en- 
deavoring to turn about just as the 
car approached. This driver, too, had 
a whip handy, and he did not neglect 
to use It. As a result the animal rear- 
ed, catching1 one of the buggy's rear 
wheels ag.dnst the step oC the car, 
completely smashing Vi.
